islralor Premiss M. Brown

similar cenls - per pound maxi- 
mums would be issued wilhin a few 
weeks for olher meats, probably in 
time for Ihe slarl of meat rationing 
about April 1. 


Describing the pork ceilings as 


"a heavy blow at black markets," 
Brown said they will enable

housewife to know exactly
